Court rules libel 


law unconstitutional

unconstitutional by the 8th I S 
Circuit Court of .Appeals on the 
grounds that it i> vague and

The threc^judge panel >aid 
the statute 
sweeps within it a 
great variety of conduct under 
a general and indefinite charac­ 
terization. and leaving to the 
executive and judicial branches 
too wide a discretion in its ap­ 
plication ■■ 
The decision came on an ap­ 
peal fiU'd by an .Arkansas man. 
Hay .Allen Tollett. who had 
biH'n convicted and sentenced 
to two years in prison for mail­ 
ing eight postcards containing 
defamatory language about a 
former employe and the em- 
ploye s wife. The appeals court 
overturned the conviction. 


The government had argued 
that one purpose of the law was 
to perserve the integrity of the 
mails and to protect postal em­ 
ployes from being unwillingly- 
exposed to offensive matter 
The government noted that the 
law speeifieally punishes "libel­ 
ous. scurrilous, defamatory and 
threatening speech 


But the appeals court replied 
thiit the job of postal employes 
IS to "deliver the mail and not 
read it ' 
They are in no way forced 
to read the language on enve­ 
lopes or postcards other than to 
determine the address." the 
court said 
The appeals panel cited a 
number of previous court deci­ 
sions. saying it was doubtful 
the government had much of a 
legitimate interest in punish­ 
ment of "name eallmg 
be­ 
tween private parties 
The court noted in its opinion 
filed Tuesday that most offen­ 
sive speech, even directed at a 
specific person, would probably 
result in nothing more than 
public 
meonvenience. 
annoy­ 
ance and unrest. 
It .said. "The true danger 
flows 
not 
from the govern­ 
mental proscription of 
bad' 
language but from the damage 
to First .Amendment freedoms 
in deferring the free exchange 
of the good' " 
"Self-censorhip through fear 
of criminal punishment can di­ 
minish the boundaries of origi­ 
nal thought and expression of

.Adding this figure to the 445 Third Ward votes against 
the full-time mayor, and the remaining 50 absentee votes 
to the 469 votes in that ward favoring the idea, would give 
the ward a total vote of 547 to 519 against the plan, based 
on Franklin's figuring.

NEW YORK (AP) — Over the next two 
days Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
will meet with .Abba Eban of Israel and 
ministers of four Arab states in a search for 
a way to negotiate an end to the Middle 
East stalemate. 
Kissinger, moving carefully, already has 
told Arab leaders that while they should 
not expect the United States to “ bring 
forth 
miracles," 
he 
understands 
their 
concern and recognizes a need for stability 
m the area. 
The probing begins late this afternoon 
when Umar Saqqaf, the minister of state 
for foreign affairs of Saudi .Arabia, and 
Eban, the Israeli foreign minister, call 
separately on Kissinger at his hotel. The 
sessions will set the stage for meetings 
Friday 
with 
ministers 
from 
Lebanon. 
J ordan and Egypt. 


Assuring the United States an adequate 
supply of oil also will be on Kissinger's 
mind, particularly in the Saudi talks 
Kissinger approaches the Middle F'.ast 
with a subdued manner, offering the “good 
offices■' of the United States to guide the 
Arabs and Israel toward negotiations but 
recognizing that a settlement depends on 
the protagonists themselves. 


A key question is whether the United 
Nations can play a role 


As President Nixon's national security 
adviser. Kissinger concentrated on the 
Vietnam war and relations with China and 
the Soviet l-nion. He left the Middle F^ast 
largely 
to 
William 
P. 
Rogers,

secretary of state. 


Now that he has taken on that job too. 
the Middle F^ast is attracting a larger share 
of his attention. 


Last week Kissinger gave a lunch for 15

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Miami Young 
Republican 
said today that the real 
purpose of Donald H. Segretti’s campaign of 
dirty tricks was to divide Democratic 
presidential 
candidates 
and 
hopefully 
prompt them to start sabotaging each 
other. 
“ These things weren’t done to influence 
votes at all,” Martin Douglas Kelly, 24, told 
the Senate Watergate committee. “ The 
idea was to get the candidates backbiting 
each other and possibly doing it to each 
other.’’ 
Confessed political saboteur Segretti has 
said he was directed in his work by a 
White House aide. Dwight L. Chapin. 
Kelly testified at the Watergate panel’s 
first public hearing not to be broadcast live 
on network television. 
The CBS which carried live coverage of 
Segretti’s 
testimony 
Wednesday, 
decided against televising testimony of 
Kelly and Robert M Benz. 25, two men 
who asisted Segretti in sabotaging the cam-' 
paigns 
of 
Democratic 
presidential 
candidates last year. Benz was to testify 
later today. 
Kelley added some new details to 
Segretti’s revelation of dirty tricks played 
on Democrats in the Florida presidential 
primary. And he explained how the tricks 
were designed in most cases to cause one 
Democrat to blame another for the 
sabotage. 
Kelly said he arranged for some Cuban- 
Americans to picket a news conference 
held by Sen. Edmund S. Muskie of Maine 
and said he also released a small bird and 
two 
white 
mice 
to 
further 
disrupt 
proceedings. The mice had blue ribbons 
tied on their tails and carried tags saying, 
“ Muskie is a rat fink,” Kelly said. 
He said the pickets wore buttons 
supporting Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, one 
of Muskie’s rivals in the Florida primary. 
“ When one of Sen. Muskie’s aides ask^ 
me about it, 1 said that confidentially we 
were working for Sen. J ackson.” 
Sen. Henry M. J ackson of Washington 
was another Democratic candidate. 
On another occasion, Kelly said, he 
passed out leaflets inviting voters to'a 
nonexistent free lunch at Muskie headquar­ 
ters. Then he called Muskie’s aides, 
identified himself as a distraught supporter 
of New York Mayor J ohn V. Lindsay and 
said that Lindsay’s presidential primary 
campaign was behind the fake lunch trick. 
Kelly said that he and Segretti also 
attempted to make J ackson believe that 
Muskie was trying to accuse him of using 
government funds in his campaign. 
He said that he sent copies of a letter, 
written on Muskie’s stationary but actually 
dictated by Segretti, to columnists J ack 
Anderson, Rowland Evans and Robert 
Novak and to Knight Newspapers. 
The letter said a congressman had 
donated typewriters and aides to J ackson’s 
campaign, Kelly said, and a copy of the 
fake Muskie letter was also sent to J ackson 
“ just in case the reporters weren’t doing 
their job.”

Providence Journal-Bulletin said today 
that President Nixon paid SI.670 in federal 
taxes for 1970 and 1971 and received 
$131,503 in federal income tax refunds for 
the two-year periixl 
The Journal-Bulletin 
said government 
sources provided documents showing that 
President and Mrs. Nixon paid $792.81 in 
federal taxes in 1970, while receiving a 
$72,614 43 refund It said the documents 
show that in 1971 the Nixons paid $878 03 in 
taxes and got a $58,889 41 refund 
The White House has refused to say 
whether Nixon paid federal income taxes 
for 1970 and 1971 
The Baltimore Sun reported on Sept 11 
that Nixon apparently paid no income tax 
for the two years because of his deductions 
for interest, real estate taxes and the 
donation of his vice-presidential papers to 
the National Archives These deductions, 
the Sun said, exceeded the President’s 
salary of $200,000 a year.

statements in 1968, 1969 and 1972 He said 
at a news conference last month that his 
1970 and 1971 tax returns were audited by

The Journal-Bulletin said today, “ Taxes 
paid by the Nixons in 1970-71 are roughly 
equivalent to taxes paid by someone who 


earns about $7,000 a year, claims one

The

said 
the 
documents support a White House source 
who told the Washington Post that the Nix­ 
ons have paid taxes in each year of his 
presidency. 
Referring to the refunds, the Journal- 
Bulletin said it could not obtain the 
President’s complete income tax form, 
“ so it is uncertain exactly how such large 
refunds were possible" 
However, it said Nixon vice-prcsidential 
papers were valued at $570,000 It said the 
type of deduction claimed for the papers 
was eliminated as of July 25.1969, but said 
the White House has claimed that the 
President made the gift before then 
The deduction limit under the old law 
was 30 per cent of adjusted gross income 
in the year of the gift and 50 per cent in

Merry-go-round 


FD R’s son s sp lit 
over Elliot’s b ook 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - Until a few months 
ago, the sons of the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt used to greet one another 
with an affectionate brotherly kiss on the 
cheek. Now they are engaged in a furious 
family feud. 


It began with the publication of Elliott's 
book. “ The Untold Story: the Roosevelts of 
Hyde Park.” which opened the family 
closets too wide to suit his brothers. 


Franklin Jr . contacted brothers Ja m es 
and 
Jo h n , 
q u oted 
th e 
F o u rth 
Commandment (“ Honor thy father and thy 
mother") to them, and persuaded them to 
join 
him 
in 
a 
public 
statem ent 
disassociating themselves from the book 


They felt Elliott had been driven by 
financial troubles to sell out the family for 
the book royalties. “ I have bailed Elliott 
out of one business deal after another." an 
exasperated Franklin told us. “ I've just 
written it all off ” 


Ja m e s 
fe lt 
F r a n k lin 's 
B ib lic a l 
admonition was a bit pious but agreed 
about 
Elliott's 
motives. 
“ Elliott 
has 
borrowed 
money." 
said Ja m es, “ from 
every member of the family, including his 
own children, and has made little effort to 
pay it back” 


Nevertheless. 
Ja m es 
sent 
Elliott 
a 
friendly 
note, 
explaining 
he 
had 
disassociated 
himself 
from 
the 
book’s 
contents but did not question Elliott’s right 
to publish whatever he wished. 


Not long afterward, the word spread 
throughout the family that Sen 
Henry 
Jackson, 
D-Wash., 
was 
investigating 
allegations Elliott was involved with a 
stock-swindling ring The first report came 
from Franklin, a coincidence which led 
Elliott to believe Franklin had stimulated 
the investigation. (Actually. Jackson had 
called Franklin in an attempt to locate 
Elliott and question him privately about 
the charges.) 


An angry Elliott told us his brother 
Franklin, 
speaking 
of 
the 
Senate 
investigation, had said: “ I hope they bury 
him” 


Franklin denied making the remark. 
“ There's no question." he said, “ that I 
didn’t like the book Elliott wrote, but he is 
still my brother." 


Then out of the blue, a flim-flam artist 
and convicted securities thief, named Louis 
Mastriana, 
told 
senators 
that 
Elliott 
Roosevelt and a Haitian casino operator 
had offered him money to assassinate 
Bahamas 
Prim e 
Minister 
Lynden 
0 . 
Pindling. “ They offered me $100.000 to 
whack him ” testified Mastriana. 


All the Roosevelt brothers agreed that 
Elliott, though perhaps gullible enough to 
associate 
with 
stock 
swindlers, 
is 
no 
murderer. But Elliott, still 
furious at 
Franklin, told us: “ It was Franklin Jr . who 
sent Mastriana to see me in the first 
place” Dismayed. Franklin responded: “ I 
never 
heard 
of 
Mastriana 
before 
he 
testified." 


Ja m es is now trying to patch things up 
between 
the 
famous 
brothers. 
He 
persuaded 
a 
friend, 
attorney 
William 
Nemeth, to help Elliott with his Senate 
troubles. 


“ Elliott had the best war record of any of 
us” Ja m es told us. “ He may be gullible, 
but he is basically a decent guy."

AGNEW S BEN EFA CTO RS - The first 
inquiry received by Vice President Spiro 
Agnew 
about 
the 
Maryland 
kickback 
allegations came from us. Our investigation 
goes back two years when we first heard 
reports 
that 
Agnew 
had 
taken 
cash 
payments under the table 


We spoke to two witnesses who admitted 
slipping cash to Agnew. We brought our 
findings to the vice president who flatly 
denied he had received the cash. 


We never published the story because the 
witnesses could produce no corroboration 
that money had been passed. Without 
subpoena power, cash transactions are 
difficult to trace. 


But now that the Ju stice Department is 
conducting a criminal investigation, we 
have reviewed our two-year-old notes. 
They reveal some facts that may make it 
difficult for the Justice Department to 
convict Agnew. Here’s what our notes 
show: 


We were told, on excellent authority, 
that Maryland contractors had made cash 
contributions 
to Agnew. Among those 
listed in our notes were I. H. Hammerman 
II. Lester Matz and Jerom e Wolff, who 
reportedly are now telling the grand jury 
all they know. But our notes show that the 
same contractors had also contributed to 
o th er 
p o litic ia n s . 
D em o cra t 
and 
Republican alike. 


It was our conclusion that most state 
contractors contributed to politicians as a 
form of insurance to assure their bids 
would be considered. We decided it would 
be difficult to define precisely when a 
campaign contribution becomes a bribe. 


We learned that close friends of Agnew. 
such 
as J . 
Walter 
Jones 
and 
Harry 
Dundore. had given him valuable gifts. Our 
notes indicate that Jones suddenly seemed 
able to wangle federal contracts after 
Agnew became vice president, but couldn’t 
show that Agnew had intervened directly 
to get contracts for his friends. 


On 
the 
other 
hand, several 
Agnew 
associates told us that he was a poor man. 
that his lone investment in a Virgin Islands 
condominium had gone bad and that his 
friends sincerely wanted to help him. 
Again, we felt it would be difficult to 
define when a gift becomes a bribe. 


The real need is to revise the whole 
system of financing politics in this country.

wholesale chain, fell seven-tenths of 1 per 
cent last month, following a sharp 3.8 per 
cent increase in August. 
Prices of farm products fell 6 per cent 
last month ~ the sharpest decline in 25 
years — and followed a record 23.1 per cent 
increase in August. 


The government said the decline was 
chiefly the result of lower prices for 
livestock and corn, fresh and dried vege­ 
tables. live poultry and eggs. Raw cotton 
and milk prices increased, however. 


Despite the big September drop, farm 
product prices were still 55.8 per cent 
higher than a year ago, with grains up 111.4 
per cent; livestock up 43.1 per cent; live 
poultry 101.7 per cent; milk 29.2 per cent 
and eggs 66.7 percent.

WASHINGTON — Un til a few mon ths 
ago. the son s of the late Presiden t Fran klin 
D. Roosevelt used to greet on e an other 
with an affection ate brotherly kiss on the 
cheek. Now they are en gaged in a furious 
family feud. 


It began with the publication of F^lliott's 
book. “The Un told Story ; the Roosevelts of 
Hy de Park,” which open ed the family 
closets too wide to suit his brothers. 


Fran klin Jr. con tacted brothers Jam es 
an d 
J o h n , 
q uo te d 
th e 
F 'ourth 
Comman dmen t (“ Hon or thy father an d thy 
mother” ) to them, an d persuaded them to 
join 
him 
in 
a 
public 
statem en t 
disassociatin g themselves from the book. 


They felt Elliott had been driven by 
fin an cial troubles to sell out the family for 
the book roy alties. “ I have bailed Elliott 
out of on e busin ess deal after an other.” an 
ex asperated FYan klin told us. ‘ I’ve just 
written it all off .” 


J a m e s 
fe lt F r a n k l i n ’s 
B iblical 
admon ition was a bit pious but agreed 
about 
Elliott's motives. 
“ F'lliott 
has 
borrowed mon ey .” .said James, “ from 
every member of the family , in cludin g his 
own children , an d has made little effort to 
pay it back.”

The first report came 
from F'ran klin , a coin ciden ce which led 
F]lliott to believe FYan klin had stimulated 
the in vestigation . (Actually . Jackson had 
called Fran klin in an attempt to locate 
FJliott an d q uestion him privately about 
the charges.) 


An an grv* Elliott told us his brother 
FYan klin .

FYan klin den ied makin g the remark. 
“There's n o q uestion .” he said, “ that I 
didn ’t like the book F^lliott wrote, but he is 
still my brother .” 


Then out of the blue, a flim-flam artist 
an d con victed securities thief, n amed Louis 
Mastrian a.

Roosevelt an d a Haitian casin o operator 
had offered him mon ey to assassin ate

Pin dlin g. “They offered me $100,000 to 
whack him,” testified Mastrian a, 


All the Roosevelt brothers agreed that 
Fllbott. though perhaps gullible en ough to 
associate with

But Elliott, still furious at 
FYan klin . told us: “ It was FYan klin Jr. who 
sen t Mastrian a to see me in the first 
place. " Dismay ed.

Without 
subpoen a power, cash tran saction s are 
difficult to trace. 


But n ow that the Justice Departmen t is 
con ductin g a crimin al in vestigation , we 
have reviewed our two-y ear-old n otes. 
They reveal some facts that may make it 
difficult for the Justice Departmen t to 
con vict Agn ew. H ere’s what our n otes 
show; 


We were told, on ex cellen t authority , 
that Mary lan d con tractors had made cash 
con tribution s to Agn ew. Amon g those 
listed in our n otes were I. H. Hamm erm an 
II. Lester Matz an d Jerom e Wolff, who 
reportedly are n ow tellin g the gran d jury 
all they kn ow. But our n otes show that the 
same con tractors had also con tributed to

p o litic ia n s . 
D e m o c ra t 
a n d 
Republican alike. 


It was our con clusion that most state 
con tractors con tributed to politician s as a 
form of in suran ce to assure their bids 
would be con sidered. We decided it would 
be difficult to defin e precisely when a 
campaign con tribution becomes a bribe. 


We learn ed that close frien ds of Agn ew. 
such 
as J 
Walter Jon es an d Harry 
Dun dorc. had given him valuable gifts. Our 
n otes in dicate that Jon es sudden ly seemed 
able to wan gle federal con tracts after 
Agn ew became vice presiden t, but couldn ’t 
show that Agn ew had in terven ed directly 
to get con tracts for his frien ds. 


On

han d, several Agn ew 
associates told us that he was a poor man . 
that his lon e in vestmen t in a Virgin Islan ds 
con domin ium had gon e bad an d that his 
frien ds sin cerely wan ted to help him. 
Again , we felt it would be difficult to 
defin e when a gift becomes a bribe. 


The real n eed is to revise the whole 
sy stem of fin an cin g politics in this coun try .

pro po se to amend 
the 'v o ter 
registratio n law to permit v o ters to v o te

they v o te within the precinct they reside,” 
Kirkpatrick ex plained. 
He made the remarks at a meeting o f the 
Misso uri Co unty Clerks Asso ciatio n. He 
said so me o ther changes in electio n laws 
are also needed that wo uld enable the 
co unty clerks to do their wo rk mo re ef­ 
ficiently .

He said that to do this, Nix o n needs “ the 
help o f ev ery American who is co ncerned 
that the majo r issues o f to day — the 
eco no my , the energy pro blem, health, 
fo reign po licy and o thers — are no t to be 
left dangling while Pat Buchanan giv es a 
TV lecture o n ‘dirty tricks,’ ho wev er 
instructiv e and fascinating it may be.” 
Agnew’s prepared remarks, fo r deliv ery 
to a $125-a-plate Republican fund-raising 
dinner, co ntained no references to his o wn 
pro blems stemming fro m a federal grand 
jury ’s inv estigatio n o f alleged po litical kick­ 
backs.

addressing a partisan audience fo r the 
seco nd time in six day s, might again go 
bey o nd his purely po litical speech.

In his prepared tex t, Agnew said the
